It is true some of the projects ‘are in 
course of execution, but in a haphazard fash- 
fon und lacking a united public opinion. 
There are societies and individuals who be- 
lieve in all. but devote themselves to one, 
the who Believe in wll but devote them- 
ves to none. There are still others, and 
‘they are in the vast majority, who are con- 
tent with conditions as tney are, and fear in- 
@féased taxation consequent upon improve- 
went. There is a small proportion violently 
opposed to change not only for the tax rea- 
gon but because of other additional expense 
to which they will be put. They are not far- 
sighted enough to realize that whatever ben- 
gts the city, whatever makes the city attrac- 


Ave, will benefit them. 


Thus, Chicago is a house divided against 
itself. But this is notall. The occupants of 
each room are at loggerheads: For instance, 
many business men,. whose establishments 
are outside the loop, oppose the construction 
ot a subway on the ground that it will destroy 
their business and concentrate trade inside 
the loop.

More than this, there is a prejudice in the 
minds of the poorer people against plans be- 
cause of organization by the wealthier ele- 
ment. They are disposed to sniff derisively

When Mordecai Peter Centennial Brown 
tossed young King Cole's little bounder to 
Frank Le Roy Chance yesterday, ending the 
fifth game of the city series with the score 

to 0 in his favor, he not only terminated the 
civil war of 1908 but completed the design 
Champions of Chicago,” on which he and 
his teammates have been working inter- 
mittently for over a week, and pressed the 
electric key which flashed the news to the 
ends of the baseball map that Chicago Cubs 
have won back the title which went to the 
south side in 1906 and has remained there ever 
since without being contested. 

Although deprived of their fondest hope— 
a fourth straight National league pennant 
and a chance at another world’s banner— 
Chance’s veteran diamond heroes still re- 
tain the name of “ champions,” although it 
may be dispayed in lower case nonparell in- 
stead of sixteen point pica caps, and they 
have saved from the wealth of bunting in 


which they have reveled of late at least an 


honorable remnant. They have nailed to 
their shattered mainmast for at least a year 
the colors which represent the athletic su- 
premacy of the greatest baseball city in the 
land, whatever else it may be called by dis- 
tinguished critics from over land or sea. 


White Sox Die Game. 

Nor are the former city. champions, who 4 
surrendered their last stronghold and their 
sole remaining title of distinction yesterday, 
disgraced in their defeat, for they gave 
Chance’s men a stronger argument all the 
way in this local strife than the Cubs had 
been given for two years previous by a team 
which proved the White Sox superior in 
American league tussles. Counted out of 
their own pennant race months ago, and 
pushed back into the shadow while others 
monopolized the limelight of public interest, 
Comiskey’s riddled team rallied its forces to 
the battle cry of their stanch supporters 
and fought the veterans, whose champion- 
ship ranks remained almost intact, with such 
gameness and spirit that their supporters 
will have no occasion to blush for them. 

Right up to the last gunshot of the final 
battle the Sullivans were unsubdued. Even 
after being pitched to a standstill by the 
three fingered king of the slab, they came 
within one single hit of pulling out a nar- 
row victory in the ninth inning of the fina) 
game, which would have prolonged the com- 
bat longer than the Cubs have been com- 
pelled to fight a post-season series since they 
made the White Sox go six games to beat 
them in 1906, and would have left them still 
a fighting chance to remain champions of 
the city. 

Sox ve Fighting Chance. 

That fighting chance was all they ever had 
in this year’s ser‘es. A fighting chance was 
all their most loyal supporters down in their 
innermost hearts thought the team which 
finished fourth in the American league cam- 
paign, and a bad fourth a that, had against 
the scarred campaigners of three straight 
world's series, whom many a grudge of long 
standing spurred on t® put forth every atom 
of strength to beat what was left of their 
only American league conquerors, 

A fighting chance was all it proved to be 
for Sullivan’s men, and they went down un- 
disgraced before superior ability, of which 
the measure of superiority is well and fairly 
expressed by the result of the series, tour 
games to one. 

The final battle was far and away the best 
of the five and the only one which was won 
on its merits instead of its demerits. Brown, 
who practically ended the series by his own 
efforts, was opposed on the slab by G. Harris 
White, ex-dentist, who was the unanimous 
choice of Owner Comiskey, Manager Sul- 
livan, and the White Sox rooters for the 
desperate task of staving off the final defeat 
if possible. Pitching under conditions which 
made baseball a hardship for all concerned, 
and which were eminently unsuited to his 
own frail physique, Doc White demonstrated 
that the confidence placed in him was justi- 
fied by pitching the best game that has been 
delivered by a south side hurler during the 
series and compelling the new champions of 
Cook county to extend themselves at all 
times to beat him. 

( Sheckard’s Hit Is Timely. 

One vicious assault, in which the Cubs con- 
centrated their hottest fire and in which 
Jimmy Sheckard turned loose the one timely 
hit which he has been saving up for the occa- 
sion for four calendar years, turned the tide 
against the slender southpaw. That attack 
netted four hits and the lone run which 
spelled victory. One pase was all that marred 
the doctor’s slab work, and aside from the 
third inning and its epoch making result the 
Cubs could get only two hits off him. 

But well as White pitched, Brown was his 
master and outpitched him at every turn, 
besides scoring with his own feet the onty 
run of the day, which started with his own 
hit. Once only dd Brown allow a safe hit 
off him in nine innings. Fred Parent was 
the lad who stood between the miner hurler 
and a no hit game with which to wind up his 
brilliant season’s work. That long swat 
came with two out in the fifth inning, and 
there was nothing doubtful about it. Clean 
as a Whistle it went into center field out of 
reach, but never again did a south side 
athiete reach first base of his own accord.

More but Less ‘Fancy’ Buildings 
to Be New Rule of Board.

ROOM FOR PUPILS. 


MORE 


Space Devoted to Gymnasiums Will Be 
Used for Class Rooms. 


A radical change in plans for the erection 
of new school buildings, a change which 
will eliminate the costly gymnesiums and as- 
sembly halls and which will result in a sav- 
ing of nearly $500,000 a year and allow the 
board of education to erect two additional 
buildings minus “ frills and gargoyles, was 
decided on by the buildings and grounds com- 
mittee of the board yesterday. 

Of the new buildings of the $250,000 type, 
of which ten will be erected this year, the 
plans will be changed to eliminate one wing 
containing an assembly room, a gymnasium, 
and two classrooms. 

The decision to change the new buildings 
came as a result of a criticism of Joseph 
Downey, chairman of the committee and 
former building commissioner, to the effec: 
that the board of education was paying 
from $40,000 to §50,000 too much for the new 
buildings. The fact that the 22,000 more 
pupils enrolled in the schools cannot oe 
provided with seats was used as an argu- 
ment for less elaborate buildings and a 
greater number. 

Save $50,000 on Each School. 

The congestion in the schools necessitated 
the placing of 8,000 pupils in the half day 
schools last year, and in placing 2,500 more in 
rented quarters. This year even greater con- 
gestion has caused the project of opening 
class rooms in school basements to be con- 
sidered. 

We seem to be practically wasting nearly 
a half million dollars every year on frills and 
gargoyles in our new buildings,’ declared 
President Alfred R. Wrion. ‘* The gymna- 
siums and assembly halls are fine things, but 
we are hard pressed for ordinary school fa- 
cilities. We need more buildings, and need 
them urgently. 

We need plain school facilities more than 
we need elaborate and costly accessories. By 
eliminating these luxuries wecan save $50,000 
on each new school and can build just so 
many more buildings.“ 

A committee consisting of Mrs. Ella Flagg 
Young, superintendent; Mr. Downey, and 
Theodore W. Robinson was named to investi- 
gate the whole question of congestion. 


Will Fix Room for Gymnasium. 

In cutting out the elaborate gymnasiums 
and ascembly halls the board will not elim- 
inate these features entirely: Gymnasiums 
and halls will be fitted up on a much more 
elaborate scale im other parts of the build- 
ings. 

The committee confronted a dilemma in the 
opening of a downtown continuation school. 
It was decided two weeks ago to abandon the 
Hoyne school and to locate the continuation 
school im the Athensum building. An oral 
agreement for six rooms at 6125 a month was 
said to have been obtained, but when Busi- 
ness Manager GuiMord: sought to arrange a 
written agreement the Mice was set at $250 a 
month for four rooms. 

“This looks like a pretty loose piece of 
business, declared President Urion.

Nicholas Martin, under indictment with 
Commissioner John J. Holland and Willis 
Rayburn on the charge of jury “ fixing,’”’ has 
made a complete and detailed confession to 
State’s Attorney John B. W. Wayman, ac- 
cording to a definite, almost an official asser- 
tion last night. 

According to his attorney, 3 Brady, 
not only did he decline to confess but re- 
fused to be sworn before the grand jury yes- 
terday, or to talk at all, even when threat- 
ened with a bench warrant and jail. 

The claim that he confessed continued posi- 
tively with the statement that he faced the 
inquisitorial body and told in as few words as 
possible of the part he took in “fixing Cock 
county juries. Bench warrants and a judge 
were needed, it was explained, for further 
warrants. 

No warrants were issued last night, how- 
ever. 

Martin declared, according to the circum- 
stantlal account, that he merely was the 
tool of Digger conspirators, and that he did 
his work under the direction of one of the in- 
dicted men. 

Said to Have Furnished Names. 

The specific part to which he was declared 
to have confessed was of furnishing lists of 
names, fifty or sixty at a time, of men who 
were willing toserve as fixed’ jurors. For 
this he was said to have received $200 a lis: 
from one of the indicted men. The latter 
turned the list over to Commissioner Hol- 


‘land, according to the recital. 


Sticking by the confession version Mar- 
tin’s presence before the grand jury was 
credited with being the aftermath of con- 
fession claimed to have been made by hima 
few days after his indictment. 

So matter of fact was the narrative of 
detail that Martin was sald to haveWMestified 
before the jury to his signature to the orig- 
inal document. 3 


Martin Promised Immunity?. 

Whether Martin was promised immunity 
from proseéttion by Mr. Wayman is a mat- 
ter of conjecture only. However, it i de- 
clared that he was given to understand that 
if he would come across with the goods 
the indictment against him would be nolled 
in the near future. 

The work of obtaining Martin's confession 
was said fo have been done by Mr. 
Wayman, Assistant State’s Attorney M- 
chaels, Detectives Loula, Keeley, and 
O' Keefe of the prosecutor’s private staff, 
and John W. Weccard, president of the 
American Detective Service company. The 
latter is declared to have been working 
under Mr. Wayman's instructions for sey- 
eral months. 

Martin was seen at night at Clark and van 
Buren streets. He denied absolutely having 
made a confession to State’s Attorney Way- 
man or the grand jury. 


Martin’s Version of Session. 
I have made no confession or admission 
of any kind to State's Attorney Wayman or 
any one connected with his office,” said 
Martin. One of Mr. Wayman's assistants 


some time ago tried to procure a statement 


from me regarding the jury ‘ fixing:’ case, 
but I told him I knew nothing about it. I 
Known Billy’ Rayburn, who was indicted 
with me, but I don’t know Holland. Ifeither 
of those men had any hand in fixing ’ juries. 
I don’t know anything about it. 

„Some time ago the statement was given 
out from the stated attorney's office that 4 
had confessed. There was no truth init. I 
have not confessed, for the simple reason that 
I know nothing about the matter. 

„I refused to make any statement before 
the grand jury until I could consult with my 
attorney. I am standing on my rights.“ 

Attorney Brady at night said Nick 
Martin had refused to make any statement 
before the grand jury. 

„Martin came to see me after he left the 
grand jury room,” said Attorney *Brady, 

‘and told me all that took place there. He 
was subpoenaed late in the afternoon on the 
street by one of the states attorney's men 
and taken to the grand jury room. 


Refused to Be Sworn? 

„Martin refused to de sworn on the ground 
that he had not been given an opportunity to 
consult with his attorney. He refused ab- 
golutely to make any statement whatever 
regarding the alleged jury fixing matter for 
which he has been indicted. 

„ Martin explained to the grand jurors tha! 
he was under $25,000 bonds for trial in the 
case regarding which questions were to be 
propounded to him.. I don’t know that any 
overtures or promises of any kind were made 
to my client, but I do know that he refused 
to talk. 

“ He was threatened with jail for conteu.pt 

of court—at least he told me so- but he stood 
pat. An effort was made, I believe, to ge 
Judge Tuthill to hear the matter, but he 
was unavailable. 

“ Martin will appear before the grand jury 
again today and I will be within call if my 
services are nen. 


Mason Again Before Jurors.

Roswell R. Mason, chief clerk in the jury 
commissioners’ office, spent cour more hours 
before the grand jury. An important de- 
velopment of the day was sald to have been 
brought out in the testimony of other clerks 
in the jury commissioners’ office.

„Show your appreciation as well next Mon- 
day night,” he admonished, speaking eqrn- 
estly from the pulpit and the people ap- 
plauded vigorously. : 

Asks Critics to Pray for Him. 

It you don't see as I do, don't criticise me, 
but pray for me,” he continued. 

“If I don't get hold of somebody, you can 
criticise me. But if I do get hold of some- 
body, let your criticism be silent. Pray for 


me. 

“ Uniese I ohdnge my mind, and I don’t 
think I will, I am going to preach here next 
Monday night on ‘The Pool of Bethesda.’ 
I shall have something to say of the modern 
‘Pool of Bethesda’ in Chicago. Then we 
shall get into the streets and try to save the 
people who are lying at the ‘Pool of Bethesda’ 
in this city. 

“TI was called up and asked about a little 
criticism. I responded that I had absolutely 
nothing to say—that I am going on with my 
work as I think God wants me to do it.” 

„ Gypsy's challenge and the declaration 
that he would carry out the parade as in- 
tended stirred up a high pitch of enthusiasm 
among the people who still are on the qui 
vive to know what Chief of Police Steward's 
final decision will be. 

Says Chief Gave Permission. 

W. A. Peterson, chairman of the finance 
committee of the Laymaen’s Evangelical! 
council, declared flatly from the pulpit that 
the chief had given his permission to hold 
the parade. 

Bvangdist H. H. Van Meter privately as- 
sured newspaper men-that Chief Steward 
had assured him the permit for the parade in 
writing will be delivered to him this morning. 

At a late hour the chief was in a quandary 
as to what to do about it. It wae plain that 
he had been led to consider the parade III 
advised, largely on account of the putting 
of the lid upon the levee. 

„ don’t know whether I shall issue the 
permit or not,” said the chief. “I have nog 
decided. In my opinion, it is not good polidy 
to lead a parade with bands through the 
south side district late at night. I wouldn't 
want topermit any other reputable organiza- 
tion to do it. If I issue the permit I Shall 
reserve the right to lay out the line of march 
and to cut out the bands if I see fit.” 

The chief left it to be inferred that possi- 
bly a parade direct from the armory at 
Thirty-fourth street and Wentworth avenue 
to the Alhambra theater, at State and Nine- 
teenth streets, where midnight services are 
to be held, might suit his ideas better than 
a parade through the red light district. 


Summary of Clerical Objections,

Think Gipsy’s Plans Unwise. 

I jove- Gipsy very much,“ said Dr. Gun- 
saulus, but I feel that in this he is not doing 
the wisest thing. The parade would only 
ger ve to advertise the district and would not 
do any good in the way that Gipsy ’ thinks 
it would.” 

“TI feel that it is a terrible mistake to give 
publicity to the social evil.“ said Dean um- 
ner. I believe the moral effect of such a 
demonstration upon the participants through 
personal contact is bound to be bad. 

Prof. Taylor acknowledged himself to be 
in full sympathy with Dean Sumner and Dr. 
Gunsaulus in disapproving of “ Gipsy’s de- 
termined move.

Hasten from St. Louis; Abdue- 
tors Hide Their Tracks After 
Frightening Victims 
Into Silence. 


Tomaso and Grace Viviano, children kid- 
naped in St. Louis last July and held for 
& $25,000 ransom, have been found wander- 
ing, abandoned, on the streets of Chicago. 

Picked up at first as wanderers from 
home they were held by the police awaiting 
inquiry from parents for # day before their 
identity was established. 

Last night Capt. J. N. Schoppe and Lieut. 
A. F. Adiezeno from the Fourth precinct 
in St. Louls, where the Viviano residence 
is situated, positively identified the children. 

Suffering from exposure and with a well 
developed attack of pneumonia the Mttle 
girl was taken to the Passavant hospital and 
placed im the care of physicians. The child 
cries constantly when her cousin is out of 
sight, and to keep her centented the boy alse 
has been quartered at the hospital. 


Summons Children’s Parents. 

Capt. John Rehm of the Chicaga avenue po- 
lice station wired the parents of the kid- 
naped children, Peter and Justina Viviano, in 
St. Louls and they are ex cted to arrive here 
this morning. 

Upon their arrival it is expected several 
strange features in connection with the case 
will be cleared up, it having been reported at 
St. Louls in the evening that the Vivianos 
recently had paid §2.500 of the $25,000 ransom 
demanded by the kidnappers. 

Immediately after the discovery of the 
identity of the children detectives from cen- 
tral, Chicago avenue, and the Hudson ave- 
nue stations were detailed to search the 
neighborhood where they were found in an 
effort to capture the kidnaper. No trace of 
the custodians of the boy and girl or place of 
custody has been discovered. 

Though appearing to have been fed well— 
but not comfortably clothed—both children 
have been frightened into silence and h was 
with difficulty they were persuaded to talk. 

When the little girl was placed in the care 
of Matron Dolan at the Chicago avenue sta- 
tion it was discovered that she was withoug 
underelot and was clad only in a thin 
white — “Physi who ethimived Ake 
child said her condition was serious. The 
boy was dressed in a pink gingham Buster 
Brown sult. Both appeared to have suffered 
much from the cold. 


Woman Finds Little Wanderers. 

Mrs. F. Hahn, proprietor of a milk depot at 
1346 Larrabee street, found the children in 
front of her house between 6 and 7 o'clock 
Thursday evening. She picked the girl up 
in her arme and started for Zindt's drug 
store at the corner of Larrabee street and 
Clybourne ‘avenue. The boy started to run 
away, but was overtaken by children of the 
neighborhood and brought back to the drug 
store. 

In answer to a telephone call from the 
pharmacy, policemen from the Hudson ave- 
nue station took charge of the abandoned 
victims of kidnapers. They were turned 
over to the Chicago avenue station during 
the day. 

“The little ones were standing in front 
of my home, helplegsiike, and looked to me 
as though they were lost, said Mrs. Hahn. 
No one was with them when I first saw 
them. They were so cold that they must 
have wandered for hours. The little girl 
was crying and was so tired that she could 
hardly stand. The boy was afraid of me at 
first. I no more had the little girl in my 
arms than she put her head over on my 
shoulder and fell asleep. 


Kidnapers Cover Tracks. 

Policemen in the evening questioned con- 
ductors and motormen on the cars which run 
through the Hudson avenue precinct, striving 
to get some sort of description of whoever 
might have carried the children to the dis- 
trict. If they have been kept in custody in 
Chicago since their kidnaping it is not pre- 
sumed that their place of imprisonment has 
been in the neighborhood where they were 
found. 

The story is the old one that has countless 
duplicates in the history of kidnaping,” said 
Capt. Rehm. The people who stole the chil- 
dren were unable to collect an exorbitant 
ransom. 80 they dropped their charges 
where they would be found, taking care to get 
well away themselves. The same thing bap- 
pened about a year ago, when an Oak street 
boy, son of Italian parents, was kept in hiding 
several weeks. Finally the police found him 
wandering in Harrison street, near the sta- 
tion.” 

Before the police determined the children 
must be given medical attention they wags 
housed in the matron’s quarters at the Chi- 
cago avenue station. Wrapped in heavy 
blankets Grace fel! into a slumber from which 
she seldom could be awakened. Only the:

Boy Quiets Crying Child.

Attempts to photograph Grace were op- 
posed by her valiant little defender until he 
was convinced by every form of sign lan- 
guage that it wouldn't hurt.

ASSET VALUES SHRINK. 


John P. Hopkins Asks Return of 
Stock Given Originally to 
Secure Loan. 


The financial straits of the estate of the late 
James H. Eckels, president of the Commer- 
cial National bank and at one time Mr. Cleve- 
land's controller of the currency, were fur- 
ther disclosed by an examination of the rec- 
ords.of the Probate court yesterday. In 
these straits Mr. Eckels, it appears, had 
struggled for several years before his sudden 
death in April, 1907. Additional claims 
against the estate were revealed, which, if 
allowed, would bring its indebtedness close to 
$1,250,000. Also there were revealed severa! 
transactions which showed Mr. Eckels’ ear- 
nest efforts during the last few months of 
his life to stem the tide of financial di- 
culties. 

In addition to the list of claims already 
published, other claims which originally were 
filed against the estate were disclosed during 
the day, as follows:

Bank Claim Filed Too Late. 


The claim of the National City bank, as ap- | 


pears above, was filed on July 13, 1908, three 
weeks after a previous claim for an exactly 

llar amount had been filed. The first was 
filed on June 24, the final date for filing of 
claims. This claim was allowed by Judge 
Cutting. The second claim was filed, accord- 
ing to the reoorda, after the final date and 
was not allowed. : 

The claim of the Securities corporation was 
continued for hearing a number of times and 
subsequently was dismissed on Oct. 8, 1908 
The disposation of the claim of Salomon & 
Co. does not appear in the records. 


The relation of Mr. Eckels to John R. 


Walsh's ill fated Chi o National bank 
forms a brief chapter in Yhe records. Ine 
record sets forth that on July 17, 1907, Judge 
Cutting issued an order granting leave to the 
executors of the estate to surrender stock of 
the Chicago National bank, which had been 
conveyed to Mr. Eckels in trust. 


Transfer Ordered by Court. 

Among the documents filed with regard to 
the administering of the estate is an order 
of Judge Cutting granting leave to the ad- 
ministrators to assign and transfer to Finis 
=. Marshall of New York forty shares of 
capital stock of the Pheenix National bank of 
New York City. The petition filed by Mar- 
shall states that about Nov. 1, 1906, he sent 
to Mr. Eckels fifty shares of Phoenix bank 
stock to be sold for him. He states that he 
heard nothing from Mr. Eckels and wrote 
him concerning the transaction. On March 
29, 1907, Mri Marshall states that he received 
a letter from Mr. Eckels stating that he had 
mislaid and just found the stocks and in- 
closing $376.25 in payment, The stock is 620 
a share at par. Mr. Marshall stated in his 
petition that the market price of the stock 
was $1,881 and that he wrote in reply to Mr. 
Eckels that he might keep ten shares of the 
stock for the amoung Mr. Eckels sent him if 
he wished, but to rejura the remaining forty 
shares. The petition avers that the forty 
shares were returned by the administrators 
on Judge Cutting*% order. 

Claim ohn P. Hopkins. 

John PF. Hopkins, formerly mayor of Chi- 
cago, made a claim against the estate for 
$39,365. Mr. Hopkins in his petition said: 

“ Your petitioner further represents, upon 
information and belief, that the said James 
H. Eckels, deceased, after receiving 350 
shares of stock of the Universal Adding Ma- 
chine company, delivered a portion of said 
shares to Charles F. Spalding for the pur- 
pose of securing. a loan of money from said 
Charles F. Spalding.“ 

The inventory of Mr. Eckels’ personal prop- 
erty filed in court contains an item of sixty 
shares of Universal Adding Machine com- 
pany stock. Mr. Hopkins’ petition prays that 
this stock be turned over to him by order of 
the court and that he be allowed as damages 
against the seid estate for the wrongful 
conversion thereof the value at the date of 
said conversion of the remaining 290 shares 
of the stock of the said Universal] Adding Ma- 
chine company.” 

An effort to learn further concerning this 

tion from Charles F. Spalding, 46 As- 
tor street, met with the response that he was 
confined-to his bed by ilnese and was unable 
to discuss the matter. 


Gilbert Proves Notes Were Paid. 

The assets of Mr. Eckes“ estate, which ap- 
proximates $500,000 if the items which appear 
in the inventory are taken at par value, 
were shown to be decreased by $8,000, the 
amount of two notes drawn by Hiram T. Gil- 
bert. The notes were listed as assets but 
Mr. Gilbert satisfied the court that they 
had been pald prior to Mr. Eckels’ death aud 
asked that they be surrendered by the ad- 
minigtrators. The notes were ordered caa- 
celed and returned to Mr. Gilbert. 

In the inventory of the estate appear ho'd- 
ings of stock of the Golconda Mining com- 
pany and of the Seattle Lighting company 
which are marked “oubtful,”” but which 
amount to thousands of dollars if taken at 
par value. There also are listed several per- 
sonal notes amounting to several thousand 
dollars which are marked “ desperate.” Ths 
Golconda Mining stock and bonds was thw 
collateral upon which Mr. Deckels obtained a 
loan of $25,000 from Roger C. Sullivan. 


Largest Claim Is Dismissed. 


The dismissal of the largest claim against 
the estate—that of the Morton Trust _ 
pany, New York, for $264,737.55—was ex. 
plained in the records in < way to ned lignt 
on the manner of some cf Mr. Eckels’ in- 
vestments. * —— joined with Farson, 
Leach & Co. in purchasing a $300.000 partici- 
pating certificate of the Chicago City railway 
undgrwriting syndicate. Ninety-five per 
cent of the price of the certificate, which 
originally was made out to P. A. Valentine. 
was paid. Farson, Leach & Co. paid 328, 500 
and Mr. Eckels paid $256,500, bo.rowing 
money of the Morton Trust company and de- 
positing the certificate as collateral. 

Judge Cutting granted leave to the admin- 
istrators on Feb. 8, 1909, to consent to the 
sale of 40 per cent of the certificate to John 
Farson for a price sufficient to pay 40 
per oent of Mr. Eckels’ note to the Mor- 
ton Trust company. But the certificate 
had no real market value, because, according 
to the papers which accompanied the truns- 
action, it was participated in by P. A. Valen- 
tine, John J. Mitchell, and George WV. Per- 
kins. By agreement the certificate was re- 
turned to the administrators and then turned 
over to the Morton Trust company.

SUPPRESS HOLDUP ON DRIVE 


Police Conceal Robbery of Two 
Girls by Negro. 


MAKES THREAT OF DEATH. 


Susie and Edna Browne Victims Near 
C. H. Hulburd’s Residence. 


A highway robbery on the best section of 
the Lake Shore drive, in which two young 
women fought with a desperate negro hold- 
up until he threatened them with death, has 
been suppressed with care by the police. 

Miss Susie and Miss Edna Browne, daugh- 
ters of F. F. Browne, publisher of the Dial, 
were the victims of the holdup which oc- 
curred at 7 p. m. last Friday in front of the 
residence of Charles H. Hulburd, 1138 Lake 
Shore drive. 

They were attacked while walking toward 
their residence, 120 Oak street, on a boule- 
vard where automobiles pass almost every 
minute. The negro assailant sprang from 
behind a clump of bushes and snatched at a 
handbag carried by one of the girls. 

While the thief battled with the one girl 
the other called wildly for help. He jerked 
the purse away from her and she rushed 
at him furiously and recovered it. 


Threatens to Kill Girl. 


* Shut up and give me that purse orl ii kill 
vou,“ said the thief as he made another rush 
and overpowered the two girls. 


He escaped with the handbag and its con- 
tents, a gold watch and a small amount of 
money, and fied to Elm street, turned west, 
and disappeared in an alley. 

Frightened and trembling with excitement, 
the girls ran home and told of the robbery. 
Mr. Browne immediately notified the police 
of the Chicago avenue station and a detail 
was sent out to work on the case. 

Mr. Browne watched the newspapers care- 
fully for two or three days for an account of 
the capture of the robber and for the story of 
the robbery, but none appeared. He also read 
the papers carefully to see if any other rob- 
berles had occurred in the neighborhood, but 
if any others had been perpetrated they were 
as carefully suppressed. 


Writes to Chief Steward. 

The next step was to write a letter to Chief 
Steward acquainting him with the condl- 
tions in the fashionable residence neigh- 
borhood and giving an account of the rob- 
bery of Friday evening. 

The reply came promptly, couched in 
polite and assuring language. He had ob- 
tained a report on the robbery, and had set 
the machinery of the department in action 
with a view to apprehending the robber.

Committee Rejects Ald. Emer- 
son’s Demand Regarding 
Street Cleaning Charges. 


BOOSTS LICENSE. PRICES. 


Proposed Ordinance Taxes Every 


Concession in Amusement 
Parks of Chicago. 


By a vote of 6 to 1, Ald. Emerson of the 
Eighth ward (South Chicago lost out on his 
plan to censure Health Commissioner Evans 
for permitting ‘‘ night scavéngers *’ to charge 
more than the legal rate for their work. The 
matter occupied the attention of the council 
health committee yesterday afternoon, and 
resulted tn a vindication for the commissioner 
of health, despite the fact it was shown that 
the overcharge has been made with the con- 


gent of Chief Sanitary Inspector C. B. Bal). 


A nice question was raised at the hearing, 


which witl be thrashed out another time, as 


to whether the city has any right to fix the 


rate that individuals, firms, or corperations 


shall charge for work that is competitive. 

The ordinance which Dr. Evans is charged 
with having permitted to be violated fixes 
the charge at 10 cents a square foot for the 
removal of night soil, but, according to the 
testimony of contractors, it was shown that 
the rate is so low that in many cases the con- 
tractor would lose money if he adhered to it. 
and consequently little attention has been 
paid the ordinance rate. 


Scavenger Attacks Evans. 

Ald. Emerson had an array of witnesses 
to prove that the contractors had been 
charging 20 cents instead of the ordinance 
rate. Healso had one man, Addison Morrow. 
who declared that he had been driven out of 
business by Commissioner Evans. but he was 
forced to admit that he never had supplied 
himself with the iron wagons and other 
equipment the ordinances called for. 

“This man,” he said, pointing to Dr. 
Evans, had me arrested and thrown in a 
cell because I wouldn't put a whole lot of 
knickknacks on- my wagon to suit him. It 
would cost me §600 to fit up a wagon the 
way he wants it. What does he know about 
scavenger work. You can't teach me any- 
thing about that, sir,“ he shouted. addressing 
the commissioner of health. I've been at 
the business for te years and know more 
about it in a minute than you will ever 
know. Yes, I'm on my ear now, and I don’t 


give a d—— what I say or who is here, he 


exclaimed as some one protested that he 
was talking outside the question. 

Commissioner Evans showed that the over- 
charge matter had not been called to his 
attention until a few days before Ald. Emer- 
son introduced his resolution of censure in 
the council, and that when his attention 
was called to the alleged violations he had 
promised to take the matter up for consider- 
ation. He said that he was at work on a 
proposal which he expected to submit to 
the committee in a few days for a revision 
of the present ordinance, which has proven 
unsatisfactory. This matter will be taken 
up by a subcommittee composed of Hey, 
Taylor, and Foreman. 


No Second-Hand Wreaths. 


The health committee recommended an 
ordinance prohibiting the sale within the 
city limits of any florgl designs, wreaths, or 
moss that had been taken from the graves 
in any cemétery. 

Assistant Corporation Counsel Hay, who 
drafted the ordinance, explained that it had 
come to the notice of city authorities hat 
there was a considerable traffic in second 
hand floral designs, which were sold by ceme- 
terles outside the city limits to florists in 
the city. The wire frames and moss on these 
set pieces were used over and over again, and 
he declared that it was deleterious to the 
health of the community to have these pleces, 
which frequently had been in close prox- 
imity to the bodies of persons who died of 
contagious diseases, going back into ofher 
homes. 

Some $300,000 a year may be added to the 
city’s revenue by an ordinance which was 
considered by the license committee during 
the day, and which andoubtedly will be 
recommended to the council as soon as it can 
be printed. This ordinance, which has been 
prepared by a subcommittee composed of 
Nolan, Ryan, and Pringle, provides for an 
increase in the licenses of amusement parks, 
also a larger license for theaters and other 
forms of entertainment. 


License for Each Show. 

The main feature is that under the terms 
of the proposed ordinance the amusement 
park managers will be required to take out a 
license for each separate concession or en- 
tertainment inside the park gates to which 
an admission is charged. Hitherto a blanket 
license issued to the park covered all the 
shows within the walls. 

According to the terms of this ordinance, 
theaters or shows charging 5 cents admis- 
sion will have to pay $200 a year; those 
charging from 10 to 50 cents must pay $300; 
those charging mo more than 75 cents shall 
pay $350; and re the admission is more 
than 75 cents the license fee will be $750. 
These same rates apply to all theaters, 
whether in amusement parks or not. 


Holds Up Gas Permits. 

Frank T. Fowler, member of the board of 
local improvements, who has organized a 
new department of the board to look after 
the issuing of permits to tear up streeis 
under reserve, has made good on his threa’ 
to bring to time the People’s Gas Light anc 
Coke company. During the day he causec 
sixty-six permits, which the company had 
applied for to tear up streets under reserve 
to be held up until the company annousces 
ite willingness to do the work according to 
the new rules of the board.

All Favor an Uplift. 

All the speakers advocated a genuine up- 
lift in Chicago. The resolutions follow:

Chief Issues New Rule For- 
bidding Painting and Shut- 
tering of Windows. 


EMIGRATE UNDER GUARD, 


Women Who Leave Vice District 3 
Will Be Barred from Res- 
idence Sections. 


Painted and shuttered windows in houses 
in the levee districts were ordered removed by 
Superintendent of Police Steward yesterday. 
The inepectors of the different police districts 
and Capt. Cudmore of the south side levee 
district were called n conference with the 
chief im the afternoon and received the new 
order pertaining to the windows and shutters. 

“Such windows are an admission of in- 
efficiency on the part of the Chicago police 
department.“ sald he. Women in these 
houses must keep away from the windows. 
I will not tolerate soliciting from windows 
nor half closed doors. The houses may have 
window curtains. 

It a resort is not operated in accordance 
with police regulatione it will not stay open 
long 

Steward Explains Theory. 

Chief Steward also took measures to pre 
vent future infractions of the rules for the 
regulation of these districis which he has 
put in force. 

It you have ever been out west, where the 
prairies are infested with the pest of gophers 
and prairie dogs, you may have noticed that 
when yop approach one of these little ani-. 
it immediately disappears in à con- 
venient hiding place, only to pop out again 
when you turn away, explained the chief, 
Now, these men who live on the earnings of 
unfortunate women, and the women, tod, are 
like gophera When a policeman comes 
along they are not to be seen, but as soon as 
he has passed by, why, out they popagain. I 
am irying to devise some way of caiching 
them before they have had time to pop inte 
their retreats. 

„The only violations of my orders, accord- 
ing to reports I have received, are violations 
by persons who depend upon their cleverness 
in getting out of Sight when danger is near.” 


Protects Residence Districts. 

Chief Steward during the day received de- 
tailed reports from each inspector in charge 
of districts in which vice centers are located, 
but refused to divulge their contents. The 
reports, he said, contained a complete out- 
line of what had been done in each district 
to suppress vice, the number of arrests made, 
number of places closed, and the number of 
men and women driven out. 

The chief instructed his subordinates in 
these districts, including Capt. Cudmore, to 
learn as near as possible the destination of 
every woman of bad reputation who moved 
out of the vice centers. 

Orders also were issued designed to prevent 
the immigration of these characters into the 
residence districts. As a result every new- 
somer in a district is being scrutinized. 

The chief is planning a tour of the vice dis- 
tricts within a few days. He will use an 
automobile to go from one part of the city 
to another, but will make the rounds of the 
saloons and houses on foot.

Financial Idea Which Will 
Be Placed Before Congress 
Holds Dangers. 


WALL STREET MAY RULE. 


Raymond Says 


Certain Interests. 


BY RAYMOND. 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 15 —[{Special.) —If 
there is any one thing which ought to be 
pounded into the consciousness of the Ameri- 
can people at this time it is the fact that their 
future prosperity and the welfare of the 
whole country requires that they should keep 
their eyes and their ears wide open, that they 
should study this vast currency question 
carefully and that they should not cémmit 
themselves or allow other people to commit 
them to any new policy, however alluring 
in its promises of reform, until it has been 
fully discussed and understood in all its 
bearings. 

The time is particularly ripe for a change 
jn our currendy and banking system. In the 
first place it& defects are manifold. We 
have a wide range of paper money, repre- 
senting totally different theories of finance 
and all circulating side by side at the same 
time. Moreover, our currency is so rigid, 
so laching in elasticity, that it fails to pro- 
wide money enough in time of stress, and 
loads us down with too much when there 


> $s no demand for it. 


We have gone through a money panic and 
secovered completely. The tariff is settled 
for good or bad for a number of years. There 
is every indication of renewed prosperity 
lasting for some time to come. There 
couldn't be a better time in which to make 
a change with the least possible disturbance 
to business and social conditions. 


People Must Watch Changes. 

On the other hand, there is the greatest 
danger that the people may be led away after 
strange gods and may bitterly regret the al- 
leged reforms which are to be instituted. It 
is more than probable—in fact, it is abso- 
jutely certain—that any attempt to reform 
the banking and currency system of the 
country will be seized upon by designing peo- 
ple to exploit themselves and their interests 
at the expense of others, and of the nation at 
large. 

So certain is this to be the case that the 
people ought to assume an attitude of sus- 
picion and scrutiny in regard to every last 
plan of financial reform, no matter where it 
may originate. The mere fact that President 
Taft has declared for acentral bank does not 
make the central bank a good thing, in pite 
of the recognized honesty and intelligence of 
the chief magistrate. 

The mere fact that Canada has a good 
banking system which supplies the needs of 
the dominion admirably does not make it cer- 
tain the sa system would be at all valu- 
able for the United States. The bank of 
France reaches down into almost every ham- 
let, but it is by no means certain that a sys- 
tem ot branch banks which does the work 
go well there would be tolerated by the people 
of the United States, who have been brought 
up to worship individual effort and enter- 


prise. 


Changes Must Protect All. 

No banker should dictate the details of the 
banking system, but no banking system 
should be established which could not run 
the gaptet of the objections of experienced 
and, Atriotle bankers. No currency system 

Id be adopted which would not protect 
the poorest of the people, and yet no currency 
should be devised which would impede busi- 
ness operations. or which would reduce the 
value of accumulated capital by the frac- 
tion of a cent. 

The banking and currency system ,to be 
devised in place of our present preposterous 
echeme, need not necessarily be wholly new. 
On the contrary, it might well retain those 
features now in existence which have proved 
themselves to be good and particularly well 
adapted to our American development. 

The magnates of Wall street should not 
impose upon the farmers of Iowa any finan- 
cial trick which will rob the farmers of 
the fruits of their hard toll, but, on the other 
hand, fantastic schemes of financial devel- 
opment hatched out at the corner grocery 
should not be backed up by the force of votes 
unless they meet the approval in the long 
run of those men who have made a business 
of finance and who may fairly be presumed 
to know what they are talking about, in 
spite of the fact that their individual in- 
terests may be at times opposed to those of 
the plain people. 


Explanation of Central Bank. 

There are several things which will be 
‘brought up for discussion during the coming 
year while the monetary commission is pre- 
paring its report, and which will be talkea 
of even more vigorously after that report is 
submitted to congress. 

In the first place there is a central bank 
echeme, which has the approval of President 
Taft in a general sort of way and which is 

more than likely to be recommended by the 
monetary commission. Then there is the 
mere expedient of the issue of credit notes 
based, not upon government securities but 
upon commercial paper, by individual banks 
or loca). associations of banks. 
Both these — involve the disappear- 
ance of the government from the business 
of issuing paper money or promises to pay. 
it might still retain the function of issuing 
certificates of deposit calling for specific 
amounts of gold or silver coin, but it would 
have to call in all its greenbacks and it would 
ultimately, if not at once, cease to be a guar- 
antor of the note issues of national banks,

Whether a central bank which works well 
in France or Germany would be suited to 
this country is a thing which will have to be 
determined, and it is this thing above all 
others which the people will have to study 
out for themselves. Whether our multitude 
of individual banks can be persuaded to put 
themselves into the position of becoming 
branches of a central institution, or at least 
dependent upon it for their supply of cur- 
rency, is at least doubtful. 

More important than all other things isthe 
danger that such a great central institution 
might be captured by certain vast financial 
interests and administered for their benefit 
and in such a way as to give them control of 
the credit of the country. This is a positive 
and real danger. It may possibly be pre- 
vented or safeguarded against, but it should 
not be ignored or overlooked. 


Functions Must Be Defined. 


It does not follow that a central bank will 
necessarily be perverted to unworthy ends,” 
but before any such institution is started in 
the United States there ought to be a pretty 
clear understanding as to what its functions 
will be, and whether it will be given power 
to control the finances of the country in any 
way unfair to the people or to the other 
banks. 

On the other hand, it is quite possible that 
some system might be devised by which the 
national banks themselves shall be given au- 
thority to issue currency based on their or- 
dinary assets, with proper supervision and 
abundant safeguards, necessitating perhaps 
small local associations, but avoiding the 
necessity for a great central bank of issue 
which might or might not be responsive to 
the demands of political localities and which 
might or might not treat everybody alike.. 

Somewhere between these two propositions 
will probably be found the outcome of the 
new scientific American system of currency 
and banking. ;

President Diag arrived at Ciudad Juarez, 
across the river from ElPaso, this~morning.

Paso. * 

After the ceremonies in El Paso the presi- 
dent will cross the river to Juares to return 
Diaz's call, and make a second trip into 
Mexico in the evening to be the guest of Diaz 
at a state banquet. 

Arriving here at 5 o’clock the president was 
greeted by one of the largest audiences of his 
territorial trip of three days, and aroused in- 
tense enthusiasm by a repetition of the deo- 


two remaining territories, and would do all 
in his power to see that the long deferred 
hopes of Arisena and New Mexico are grati- 
fied. 


Entertained by Indians. 
The president spoke from a platform and 


Commercial club. Following the banquet j 
the president stopped half an hour at the 
Montezuma ball, an annual function of the 
Mardi Gras order. 

At Laguna, a township made up entirely of 
Indians, the president was met by a com- 
mittee of Indians and had one of the most 
unique entertainments ot his trip. The presi- 
dent was showered with presents. There 
werd blankets of gaudy color, Indian beads, 
and other offerings the red men had fashioned 
in his honor. The plaza, the wall, and the 
roofs of the adobe houses were lined with, 
Indiana, the squaws being attired in fantastic 
costumes. There was hardly a squaw that 
did not have a papoose in her arms or swung 
on her back. Indian boys and girls Were ar- 
ranged in a long row to welcome the presi- 
dent. As the president was leaving the plaza 
after the weird music of the tomtoms had 
died away and the last steps of the Comanche 
dance had been taken the children sang a 
song of New Mexico to the tune of Mary- 
land, My Maryland.“ 


Tells Redmen to Be Good Men. 


From the plaza the president went to the | 
church, an adobe building. In a speech. 
spoken slowly and with emphasis on each 
syllable in order that all who spoke English , 
at all might understand, the president assured 
the Indians of the good will of the govern- 
ment and urged them to be good farmers and 
good artisans. He was warmly applauded 
and every Indian wanted to shake his hand. 

In his address to the Indians Mr. Teft sa...: 

“IT want to convey to the Laguna and 
Acoma Indians, who I understand constitute 
those present, the good will of the govern- 
ment of the United States. I hope that the 
Indians I am addressing are working indus- 
triously in the vocation which they know, 
agriculture and in other branches of industry. 
1 hope that their flocks, their herds, and all 
the products of the soil may be profitable to 
them, and that they may continue to live in 
comfort under the auspices of the govern- 
ment that is pledged to look after their wel- 
faré. I hope the children are being educated 
so they may grow up to be good men and 
women and good citisene of the«.nited 
States.” 

In his address to the people of New Mexico 
the president said:

Minister Will Tell Real 
Cause of Recall. 


Chicagoan Only Followed His 
Advice and Example, Friend 
Alleges. >

New York, Oct. 15.—Charles R. Crane de- 
clined today to reveal what his friends de; 
clare are the real reasons for his retirement. 
One of these friends, however, Walter 1. 
Fisher of Chicago, intimated strongly that 
the incident was far from closed, and that 
revelations which would be made in due time 
would show Mr. Crane to have been the vie- 
tim of a political intrigue. 

„ While Mr. Crane’s official relations are 
definitely ended,” said Mr. Fisher, there 
are many things connected with this matter 
of such a character and importance that the 
American people must continue to be deeply 
concerned in them. Mr. Crane has preferred 
not to go into them now, because of the pos- 
sibility that a public discussion at this time 
might be harmful to the public interest. 

“So far as the personal indignity and offi- 
cial embarrassment that has occurred has 
been due to publicity, responsibility is 
on the department of state and not on Mr. 
‘Crane. He did not even trust his telegram 
to the president to, the ordinary agencies, 
but took it to the pr ent's secretary, to be 
sent in cipher. Not til Secretary Knox 
gave out his astounding statement to the 
press did Mr. Crane make any public state- 
ment, and even then he purposely omitted 
many important and significant matters, be- 
cause it might injuriously affect public n- 
terests to mention them now. 


Article Unknown to Crane. 

“In the long ride across the continent to 
Washington Mr. Crane did not mention the 
reason for his recall. He could not, as he did 
not know that the offending newspaper arti- 
cle had been published, and did not see it until 
the day after he reached Washington. It is 
deeply significant that none of the scores 
of newspaper men whom he met on his jour- 
ney mentioned this article or any canards ’ 
concerning an American protest to Japan. 
The importance of the article may be judged 
from the fact that it was not suspected of 
being the cause until the tip was given in 
Washington, and not from Mr. Crane. 

„It is due to Mr. Crane also to note that, 
in carrying out the president’s wishes that 
he should do some vigorous public speaking, 
and in the absence of instructions from the 
state department, Mr. Crane carefully con- 
fined himself to the lines laid down by Mr. 
Taft himself in the famous Shanghal speech, 
ringing with vigorous Americanism, and so 
definitely friendly to the Chinese that it 
ended all talk of the dismemberment of 
China. When he let them have it hot’ Mr. 
Crane talked only of the common interests of 
America and China, and he received no 
criticism from the department of state. 


Says Public Needed Lessons. 

“Those who are so concerned about 
whether he was pro-Japanese or anti-Jap- 
anese seem unable to understand a man who 
has been first, last, and all the time simply 
pro-American; and as the American minister 
to China, also pro-Chinese. His only thought 
in connection with the offending newspaper 
article was that if the government should de- 
cide that its interest in the ‘open door’ de- 
manded a protest, the American press should 
then be prepared to discuss it intelligently 
and effectively. 

The possibility of a protest was so much 
a matter of common knowledge that the of- 
fending article in which it was mentioned 
attracted no particular attention. It was not 
until after its connection with Mr. Crane’s re- 
call leaked out in Washington that the Jap- 


for a copy of the article. 

The effort to involve Mr. Millard as the 
real cause of Mr. Crane's recall is equally 
unfounded. Mr. Millard had a commision to 
write some magazine articles on the far east 
and asked if there was any objection to his 
traveling on the same ship with Mr. Crane, 
who consented, with the approval of the pres- 
ident, with whom Millard had once traveled. 


Taft Had Praised Millard. 

It will be recalled that Mr. Millard also 
addressed that celebrated Shanghai meeting, 
and that Mr. Taft then publicly spoke of 
him as one ‘ whg has written much and well 
on the far east, and has given close atten- 
tion to the statistics of the trade between 
China and the various countries of the 
world.“ n 

“The fact that because Mr. Millard is 
vigorously pro-Chinese he is put down as 
anti-Japanese may throw some light on the 
present situation. But the entire matter can 
be understood and discussed more intelll- 
gently and safely as the facts become public 
property in the future.“ 


Rumor Cause of Recall? 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 15.—[Special.}— 
Such Washington officials as have not pro- 
ceeded to forget the Crane incident were re- 
galed today with the latest and most novel 
version of the difficulty between the dis- 
missed minister to China and Secretary of 
State Knox. According to this story, the 
whole troubie was occasioned by the inabil- 
ity of two humorists to comprehend each 
other's style of wit—the two humorists being 
none other than Mr. Crane and Mr. Knox. 

A close friend of Mr. Crane, in discussing 
the regrettable feature of the affair, said that 
the budding minister in his New York speech 
before the Asiatic society merely was deliv- 
ering himself of a humorous sally when he 
referred to the present holdup policies "’ of 
the American government in connection with 
the Hankow railway loan. 

That was just Charley Crane’s delicious 
play of humor which all of us who know him 
have delighted in for years,“ said this friend. 
“ The only trouble was that Knox didn't see 
the point of the joke.” 1 

It was upon this speech that Mr. Knox con- 
gratulated Mr. Crane, according to the Chi- 
eagoan's friends. 

Mr. Knox's congratulations were in the 
line of quiet sarcasm, commented a govern- 
ment official. “The only trouble was that 
Crane didn't take the hint.“ 


Baker Is Given Promotion. 

Edward C. Baker, the state department 
official from whom Mr. Crane obtained his 
information’: concerning the American atti- 
tude toward the China-Japanese convention 
which he is accused of confiding to a corre- 
spondent of the Chicago Record- Herald, has 
been appointed consul at Antuhg, China. Mr. 
Baker s acting chief of the division of far 
eastern affairs at the time of conference 
with Crane. No blame was attached to Mr. 
Baker for his part in the affair, as he trusted 
in the discretion of Mr. Crane. The assign- 
ment is a promotion. 4 

Mr. Baker has been in the consular service 
since 1906, when he was appointed vice consul 
at Foo-Chow. In October, 1907, he was 
transferred to the post of vice consul at 
Amoy. In the fall of 1808 Mr. Baker was 
detailed for duty as assistant chief in the 
far eastern division of the state department. 
He has been in charge of that division since 
Willard D. Straight, its former chief, re- 
signed from the consular service several 
month sago to become the Peking represent- 
ative of an American syndicate of capitalists,

As for Mr. Hearst, all those who saw his 
paper agreed it couldn't be marked less than 
100, although he lumped all of his answers 
into one.

BERLIN, Oct. 15.—Orville Wright had the 
honor of making his farewell flight in Ger- 
many before the kaiser near Potsdam this 
evening. 

It was the first time hie majesty had seen 
the flying machine in operation, and through- 
out Wright's dashing twenty-five minute 
flight, which was executed in spite of a wind 
blowing from twenty-five to thirty miles an 
hour, the kaiser gave vent to constant out- 
bursts of enthusiasm and excitement. When 
the aéronaut alighted from the machine his 


‘ majesty rushed up to him and wrung his 


hands. 

It was only by the greatest good luck that 
Wright was able to fly for the Kaiser's benefit, 
as the machine narrowly escaped destruction 
by fire yesterday. Wright said tonight: 

“It was my turning and curving move- 
ments while at the height of 250 feet that 
seemed to interest the emperor most. After 
I came down he stood talking to me for nearly 
three-quarters of an hour and showed most 
astounding knowledge of the technica! details 
of aeroplanes. I think I never was asked so 
many or such intelligent questions before. 


Gives Miss Wright His Photo. 

“ The kaiser even knew all about our patent 
infringement suits and floored me by picking 
the particular part of our machine on which 
the suits are based. It was long after dark 
before he satisfied his appetite for know!l- 
edge about the machine. As he was about to 
go he handed my sister Katharine a splendid, 
large autographed photograph of himself in-

President of Nicaragua Says the 
Country Is Loyal to Him. 


AOCUSES GUATEMALAN CHIEF 


Declares Points Captured by Juan 
Estrada Are Unimportant. 


New York, Oct. 15.—President Zelaya of 
Nicaragua cabled tonight concerning the rev- 
olutionary movement as follows: 

“ Managua.—Gen. Juan Estrada, governor 
of the department of Zelaya, on the Atlantic 
coast, who has proclaimed himself president, 
was urged on by Estrada Cabrera and sup- 
ported by Gen. Emiliano Chamorro, who 
compromised with those who left the Con- 
servative party and thus betrayed the gov- 
ernment. 8 

Gen. Juan Estrada holds in his power the 
Blueflelds region from Cape Gracias and 
Rama to San Juan del Norte, none of which 
places are of great military importance. 


Says Country Is Loyal. 


The country, indignant at the rebellion of 
Estrada, has made an enthusiastic mani- 
festation of sympathy with the government 
and proclaimed its loyal support. The gov- 
ernment is well prepared to resist the move- 
ment against it and has dispatched several 
regiments to the scene of action. 

Gen. Aurelio Estrada, who has done good 
service for his country and who is a brother 
of the insurgent leader, has issued a proc- 
lamation denouncing him as a traitor and 
offering his own services to the constitutional 
government. ZELAYA.”’ 

Estrada Cabrera, referred to by President 
Zelaya, is president of Guatemala. 


REBELS CAPTURE PORTS. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 15.—Advices re- 
celved today at the state department show 
that martia! law has been declared in Man- 
agua, the capital of Nicaragua, and that 
President Zelaya has decreed the Atlantic 
ports closed as ports of eniry. It also is re- 
ported that the entire east coast of Nica- 
ragua is in the possession of the revolution- 
ists and that the revolt has extended to the 
western part of the country. 

The closing of these Nicaraguan ports is 
proving an embarrassment to the steamship 
lines which have received goods for ship- 
inent there, and the state department has 
been asked as to what course should be pur- 
sued with respect to these shipments and also 
with respect to mails. 


No Action by America. 


The state department has referred the lat- 
ter matter to the postmaster general for reply 
and with respect to the shipment of cargoes 
the department has made no response but it 
is belMeved that freight landed at closed 
ports now in the hands of the revolutionists 
is liable to confiscation as smuggled goods 
should the Zelaya government subsequently 
secure possession of them. 

The revolutionists now are in possession of 
Bluefields, Corinto, Greytown, Rivas, Cape 
Gracias, Rama, and San Juan del Norte. The 
exact number of the adherents of the revolu- 
tionary leader, Juan Estrada, is not known. 


ARREST INDIANA MERCHANTS 
AS SEQUEL TO $100,000 FIRE. 


Louis and Nathan Salinger of Goshen 
and South Bend Are Indicted on a 
Charge of Arson. 


Goshen, Ind., Oct. 15.—[{Special. ]}—Louits 
and Nathan Salinger of Salinger Bros.’ gen- 
eral stores in Goshen and South Bend were 
arrested today. Fhe men were indicted by 
the grand jury of the Elkhart Circuit court 
on a charge of arson. 

The Economy store, which was to have 
been sold out in Goshen and which occupied 
three store rooms, Was burned on the night 
of Uct. 1, the blaze resulting in a loss of near- 
ly $100,000. The biocks beionged to Haines 
Egbert and Mary Schaefer. Egbert was in- 
sured for $12.000, but Mrs. Schaefer was in- 
sured for only $3,500. Two adjoining bulld- 
ings owned by Haines Egbert and W. D. 
Platter were damaged. 

The Salinger brothers had decided to con- 
fine their business to the South Bend store 
alone and had engaged a Chicago salvage 
co y to sejPout the stock. The fire oc- 
eurred at the of the second day ot the 
sale about 7 o'clock im the evening.

continental capitals today saw revivals of | 
the rioting which has been done to show sym- 


pathy for Prof. Ferrer, the Spanish leader 
who recently was executed in Barcelona after 
being convicted of inciting riot. 

The disorders in Spain itself, however, were 
confined to violent scenes at the opening of 
the cortes, according to the reports. which 
escaped tue rigid censorship, and a bomb 
explosion in Barcelona, which wounded four 


men. 

Italy was the scene of the greatest of the 
troubles of the day. At Piea a great mob 
attempted to burn the cathedral and damage 
the famous Leaning Tower. They were 
beaten back by the police after burning one 
of the doore of the cathedral. At Florence 
fourteen soldiers were wounded while acriving 
back a mob which attacked the palace of the 
archbishop, and in Rome the general strike 
continued unabated due to the urging of the 
Ferrer sympathizers. Three thousand strik- 
ers engaged in a fight with the police in 
Naples and many were wounded. 

The French rioting centered in Toulon, 
where a mob broke into the cathedral and 
the police were forced to charge several times 
before dispersing them. Al! of the Spanish 
consulates in Portugal are under guard be- 
cause of the attacks made on several of them. 


Brisk Skirmish in Paris. 

A meeting of protest was held in Paris this 
evening, after which the manifestants, in- 
stead of marching towards the Spanish em- 
bassy as the police anticipated, started for 
the Sacred Heart cathedral, which crowns 
Montmartre heights. A division of police 
with a strong contingent of police dogs suc- 
ceeded in reaching the cathedral first and 
drove the mob down the stairways leading 
from the heights after some fighting. 

A demonstration in Geneva tonight culmi- 
nated in serious rioting, during which the 
mob overpowered the police and wrecked the 
offices of the newspaper La Tribune. Many 
persons were injured. 

The Democratic Union, which is an inde- 
pendent radical organization in Berlin found- 
ed by the late Dr. Theodore Barth, held a big 
indignation meeting today as a result of the 
execution of Ferrer and telegraphed its sym- 
pathy to Ferrer’s daughter. 

The Socialists have called three meetings in 
Berlin for Sunday, and at Frankfort also 
there will be a gathering of Sodialists. The 
newspapers of all shades of opigion are dis- 
cussing the Ferrer case, most of them in 
words of condemnation. 

The storm has risen to such heights in 
Rome that the pope granted no audiences to- 
day. He was not allowed to walk in the vat- 
ican gardens, the officials fearing an attack 
would be made. Assaults and abuse of cler- 
gymen on the streets are frequent in Rome. 

Bitter Fight in Naples. 

All the workmen of Naples, except the em- 
ployés of the street railway companies, par- 
ticipated today in the general strike. Three 
thousand of the strikers held ea meeting and 
afterwards paraded through the city. Dur- 
ing the march they attacked a street car, 
but the police charged and disper them. 
A few of the man were wounded, 

Later the strikers rallied and reached the 
monument erected to the memory of the 
martyrs of the Parthenopean republic of 
1799, where fiery speeches were delivered. 
The strikers passed the monument bare- 
headed and went to the municipality build- 
ing, with the intention of forcing the mayor 
to lower the flag to half mast. Again, how- 
ever, the police charged and dispersed the 
procession. 

A dispatch from Florence says that the 
rioters, driven back from their attack on 
the archbishop’s palace, erected a barricade 
of wire netting across the street. Into this 
netting the horses galloped, many of them 
being thrown with their riders. Fourteen 
of the soldiers were wounded, four seriously. 

Five ringleaders-of Wednesday's rioting 
in Paris were sentenced to imprisonment for 
periods varying from two to six months. 

Spain Is Comparatively Quiet. 
(BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

MADRID, Oct. 15.—A bomb was exploded 
early today in the street fronting the bishop's 
palace in Barcelona, Flying pieces of the 
metal seriously injured three policemen and 
a citizen. 

The opening of the cortes here was a noisy 
event, and at one time it seemed as if a fight 
between the rival deputies was inevitable, 
but hostilities did not materialize. There 
was much excitement while the deputies 
were asembling, and everybody prepared for 
trouble. 

When the row was at its height a section 
of the Conservative deputies rushed towards 
the Republicans with violent gestures. A 
clash was prevented only by the ushers and 
some of the calmer representatives throwing 
themselves between the rivals. The hubbub 
then slowly subsided. 

Majority Cheers the King. 

Sefior- Maura read the decree and then the 
customary cheers for the king, country, and 
army were invited. A great majority re- 
sponded heartily. but some others only shout- 
ed long live Spain.” Amid a variety of 
republican cries the most noteworthy was, 
Mes. long live Spain, but Spain with honor.“ 

The Heraldo today declares that the pres- 
ent government has caused the world to point 
the finger of shame at Spain and exhorts 
liberals of all shades of opinion to rige 
“against a government which treats as an- 
archists those who do not kneel before the 
clerical spectre.” 

The Universo Catholic says that it is not 
surprised at the Ferrer manifestation, which 
it considers an indication that “the an- 
archistic and Masonic forces are ingpjring a 
rebellion against all idea of government and 
justice.“ The paper denounces certain Span- 
igh newspapers which it says are trying to 
provoke disorders by reprinting accounts of 
what has happened abroad. 

The Imparcial today says that the country 
is on the verge of a precipice and holds 
Premier Maura responsible for the present 
situation.”’ adding: 

“ The patience of the country has reached 
an end. The protestations abroad prove that 
there is a common patrimony of liberty and 
democracy.” 


Cuban Students in Riots. 
{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

HAVANA, Oct. 15.—The students of the 
university and the institute today made a 
joint demonstration against the action of the 
Spanish government in éxecuting Ferrer. 
Several hundred of them paraded with a 
black flag and banner bearing the portraits 
of the king and queen of Spain inverted. 
There were many anarchistic cries and in- 
sulting epithets directed against the king and 
queen. 

The students intended to attack the Spanish 
legation, but the police prevented them. 
Mounted police fanked the paraders through- 
out their march, in order to prevent violence.

Swedish Professor in Asylum; Se- 
quel to Bomb Outrages. 


DEADLY MESSAGES BY MAIL. 


Prof. Ekenberg Becomes Insane from 
Brovding Over Suspicion. 


LONDON, Oct. 15.—AS8 a sequel to recent 
bomb outrages in Sweden, Prof. Martin Eken- 
berg, doctor of philosophy and a well known 
Swedish scientist, has lost his reason and to- 
day was taken to an asylum. 

The professors mental condition is attrib- 
uted to his knowledge that he was suspected 
of complicity in if not of being the author 
of the crimes. 


Bombs Sent Through Mails. 


Swedish Export association, received in his 
mail a bomb that in exploding tore away the 
thumb and forefinger of his right hand, while 
flying bits of metal cut gashes in his face. 

On the same day a similar instrument of 
death was mailed to John Sjoeholm, a manu- 
facturer of Gothenburg. The nature of the 
latter package was suspected and the Intend- 
ed victim escaped. 

It was charged that the crimes were com- 
mitted by a secret committee of the Young 
Socialist party, which had sentenced to death 
certain prominent anti-socialists. 

Prof. Ekenberg, who is a resident of this 
city, recently returned from Stockholm, and 
it was not long after the outrages that rumors 
connecting his name with the affair reached 
his ears. 


Denies Charge by Telegraph. 

Sjoeholm was Ekenterg’s personal friend, 
and to him he telegraphed emphatically de- 
nying any connection with the Young So- 
claiists. ; 

Nevertheless the fact that he had been sus- 
pected so preyed upon Ekenberg's mind that 
last night he became violently insane.

The climax to recent events in Greece’s 
career came today in sensational acta by the 
monarch and the legislative statesmen, 
which may result eventually in abdication. 

Premier Mavromichalis, having announced 
the desire of. the royal princes to have the 
bills relating to their services in the army 
adopted, the chamber of deputies today with- 
out discussion voted the bills abolishisng the 
right ef the crown prince to hold the position 
of commander-in-chief and of the other 
princes to hold military commands. 


Another Step.in Revolution. 

The adoption of the military reform bills 
vells another step in the military revolution. 
which yet may involve the abdication of King 
George. 

It is understood that his majesty feels 
acutely his abandonment by the great pow- 
ers in the matter of Greece's aspirations for 
the annexation of Crete and has seriously 
considered the possibility of being compelled 
to abdicate as an outcome of the disappoint- 
ment of his people.

How can this be obtained? 

First, by education slong sane and similar 
lines, . 

Second, by the organization of public opin- 
ion. 

Third, by the general adoption of a plan 
contemplating the construotion of a proper foun- 
dation and then the erection of the beautiful 
edifice which should be Chicago. 


It may be objected that there has been 
education. I am not unaware of this fact. 
All of it is advantageous. It means much 
for the present and the future. But what 
I object to is the lack of cotrdination, the 
failure to move along recognized lines, all 
leading to the common center of the public 


good. 
Education to Unite Opinion. 


I am told there is a public opinion. This 
I émphatically deny. There are public opin- 
ions. The views of one organization con. 
flict with those of another and arouse dis- 
cussion and bitterness. The views of one 
individual of influence clash with those of 
another. Inevitable, it may be suggested. 
But Chicago has demonstrated upon occa- 
sions that it is capable of uniting practically 
all divergent elements into a . ram 
which has brought results. 

Proper education will develop a united 
public opinion and a united public opinion 
will cause the adoption of a comprehensive 
plan for the adequate and zatisfactory devel- 
opment of the city. 

So let Chicago get together. Let the 
millionaire citizens get in touch with the 
poorer citizens. Let the poorer citizens vie 
with the millionaires in working for the in- 
terests of all. 

The time is ripe for action. Upon the 
horizon looms the decision of all the voters 
as to the disposition that shall be made of the 
proposed bond issue. 

That bond issue should serve as the basis 
for the Better Chicago. 

I am informed it is the eurpens of: the 
mayor to appoint in a few days a committee 
of one hundred citizens, representing the

This committee is none too large. It 
should be the executive branch of an organ- 
ization comprising all the people of Chicago. 

It should consider the things to be done 
not only with a view te meeting pressing 
needs but it should so arrange its recom- 
mendations as to insure a first step in the 
accomplishment of the great work necessary 
to make Chicago what it ought to be 

It must distribute the bond money among

Dr. Webster Discusses Plan. 

Dr. George W. Webster, who is the head 
of the Llinois state board of health and a 
member of the investigating commission, said 
last night that the work is of far reaching 
importance. 

The state of IlMnois must get at the true 
situation immediately.“ said Dr. Webster, 
and it is safe to say that this investigation 
will be pushed through as rapidly as possible. 

In the first place pellagra has taken hold 
of the state institutions, notably at the gen- 
eral hospital for the insane at Bartonville, 
and at Kankakee and Elgin. It is reported 
from several other sections in the state not 
connected whatever with state institutions. 

It is due to the people of the state general- 
ly, to the inmates of the state institutions and 
to their friends and relatives that prompt 
steps be taken by the state to ascertain the 
cause of the disease and to put a stop to it.

“In the second place, it is of important 
commercial consequence to the great corn

The commission named by the governor is 
the first to seek the definite reason for the 
spread of pellagra, which heretofore seems 
to have been such a rarity as to have 
baffled the Illinols authorities when it was 
first noted in the Bartonville hospital. 

Health Board Tests Ready. 

The state health authorities, in connection 
with the state board of charities, has made a 
preliminary examination of conditions at 
Bartonville and bacteriologists are now 
“testing out what was discovered on the 
first visit to the institution. The results of 
these tests will be in readiness for the new 
commission when it meets some time next 
week for the purpose of organizing and plan- 
ning the course of the investigation.

Former Illinois Congressman Who Died 
Recently Had $2,700 to His Ac- 
count at Washington.

( Horizontal Sill ’’) Morrison, a former con- 
gressman, of Waterloo, III., at the time of 
his death recently.

He was given an affirmative 
answer, and the pension continued to accrue.

It is a strange thing that 
this one work, the Pathetique ot Tschaik- 
owski, and the Frolca of Beethoven are 
certain of a grateful reception upon any and 
all occasions. In the case of the latter. tradi- 
tion may have some influence. The Tschaik- 
owski work retains its place by its peculiar 
mood. Nor is the cause of the New 
World's popularity harder to find. There 
are scoffers (and the scoffers are members of 
the orchestra, by the way) who find in the 
Bohemian master’s E minor effusion approv- 
ing comment on that irreverent wight who 
dubbed. Dvorak the milk can composer.“ 

To be sure, the work is understandable, 
melodious, clear, individual, highly poetic. 
This is a great fault in the strenuous pres- 
ent. Whether it is of American inspiration or 
not, it is a beautiful embodiment of beauti- 
ful themes. It is easy to play, and its tempi‘ 
are adjustable. This is no doubt the reason 
that it meets with little favor from an or- 
chestra that delights in all the tricky splen- 
dor of Strauss and his followers. 

Yesterday’s performance was notable in 
one respect especially: The sonorous finale 
was done as we have not heard it done before. 
Smoother readings have been given us with- 
out doubt, but this was an occasion of the 
materialization of an imposing palace in tone, 
a bit barbaric in color, more than a little 
original in lines, but altogether splendid and 
consistent.

And the reception accorded the artists was 
unworthy to a point of sadness.

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TRACTION CO. FILES REPORT; 
95 MILES OF NEW TRACK. 


President Roach Tells Progress of Work 
Since Jan. 1—170 Miles Completed 


Since Rehabilitation Began. 


About ninety-five miles of track have been 
laid by the Chicago Railways company since 
the first of the year, making a total of 170 
miles completed since the work of rehabill- 


tation began. 

This information was conveyed to the city 
in a report for the first nine months of 1909, 
made by President Roach of the Railways 
company to Ald. Foreman, chairman of the 
local transportation committee. 

This report shows that 95.37 miles of single 
track have been laid this year, and that four 
miles additional have been laid since Oct. 1. 
All the rails used in this new construction are 
ef the heavy grooved type, weighing 120 
pounds to the yard, and much of the work has 
been what is called special,“ being ive in- 
stallation of heavy curves and crossings. 

The new track does not constitute all the 
work that has been done, for many new build- 
ings have been erected, including carhouses, 
machine shops, Offices, and other buildings. 

Mr. Roach predicts that by the end of the 
year the building operations of the company 
to comply with the ordinance will be finished.

Memphis, Tenn., Oct. 15.—With the list of 
reported dead totaling fifty-five, with scores 
injured, and with the property loss reaching 
$1,000,000 or more, the havoc and destruction 
of the storm which swept middle and west 
Tennessee, Alabama, Georgia, and portions 
of Arkansas and South Caroline late yester- 
day afternoon and last night, grows hourly 
as reports are received from remote points. 

The storm was probably the worst that has 
visited this section of the south in years, 
being intense in its destroying fury and 
widespread in its area. Halves of counties 
were laid in waste and ruin. Towns were 
destroyed and plantations were greatly dam- 
aged. 

Apparently the storm broke over middle 

and west Tennessee and proceeded in a 
southeasterly direction across the state into 
Alabama and Georgia, assuming the propor- 
tions of a West Indian hurricane, 
While only one death occurred at Denmark, 
Tenn., the horrors of the storm there were 
greatly heightened by the fire which started 
amid the ruins and débris of what was once a 
flourishing little town In middle Tennessee. 
Two hundred persons were rendered home- 
less and have appegied to neighboring towns 
and cities for immediate aid. 

Reports of heavy damage come from Mc- 
Nairy county, where is located the famous 
battlefield of Shiloh and which was directly

SENSATION. 


Netta Syrett’s Latest Romance Is 
an Old World Story Facing Bold'y 
a Condition of Life. 


HE reputation of Netta Syrett grows 
apace with each succeeding novel, and 
certainly no one can read her ANNE 
PAGE without recognizing the sub- 
tlety of her character delineation and 
the charm of her style. It is true that her 
story is a retroactive one and that the reader 
is asked to make many swift journeys be- 
tween the past and the present in order to 
follow the story and to connect events and 
their consequences. There is, generally 
speaking, something too pensive in such ret- 
ros pection to sult the temper of the American 
reader, but Anne Page is not a tale which 
the restless, the impatient, or the lover of the 
sensational will care to read.

RECOLLECTIONS OF WASH- 
INGTON GLADDEN,. THE 
VETERAN REFORMER. 


Reminiscences of Many Important 
Events in the Republic by Ons 
Who Took Part in Them: 


REV. DR. WASHINGTON GLAD- 

DEN is one of the most interesting, as 

well as one of the most sane, Ameri- 

cans now before the public. Though 

73 years old he is still young, and there 

is no one who takes a more vital and aggres- 

sive hold upon public affairs than does this 

reverend gentleman of Columbus. O. Though 

Ohio is the state from which he has hailed 

since 1882, like John Wesley, the world is 
his parish. 

Dr. Gladden is about to publish, through 
Mesers. Houghton, Mifflin & Co., a volume 
of his RECOLLECTIONS.’ He hee al- 
ready nearly thirty books to his credit and 
the betterment of the world at large. Dr. 
Gladden is delightful, whether writing about 
himself or other people and other things. 
A man who has lived so full a life could not 
help have recollections of more than ordi- 
nary interest and value. He tells us modest- 
ly in his first chapter that the story that he 
has undertaken to tell is that of an average 
American.” I wish that it were. I wish that 
there were more American like Dr. Glad- 
den. It would be a good thing for the coun- 
try. Asa youngster he became a printer’s ap- 
prentice, and from that day on, though he 
ultimately became a Congregational! clergy- 
man, writing has been his calling. He man- 
aged to get a college educatfon end his early 
connection with the Springfield Republican 
brought him into contact with men to know 
whom was a liberal education of itself. 

Of course Dr. Gladden has a lot to say 
about the civil war, and what hé says as an 
eyewitness has more than the usual Interest 
that hangs around anything that may be 
written on this period. He has a paragraph 
about Lincoln that ie worth quoting: 


In February Mr. Lincoln started from Spring 
field for Washington. The telegraph brought us 
daily tidings of his progress, and the reports were 
not, on the whole. reassuring. There was a ten- 
der genuineness about the speech to his old neigh- 
bors that touched all our hearts, but the other 
speeches seemed lacking, not only in felicity, but 
in grasp and seriousness. There was little of the 
cogency and directness of the debates with Doug- 
las. Could we have been mistaken in our man? 
The possibility was appalling. I went over to 
New York to see him pass down Broadway. He 
stood in his barouche, bowing rather stiffly right 
and left to the throng that packed the sidewalks. 
There was more curiosity than enthusiasm. His 
face was wan and anxious; he must have known 
that his greeting greatly lacked cordiality. I 
stood upon the curbstone, and his carriage paused 
for a minute or two opposite the place where I 
Was standing, so that I hed a good look into his 
face. It was the only sight of it I ever had, ex- 
cept one brief glimpse of him on horseback at 
City Point, in war time. The face was strong 
and benign, but unspeakably sad; the burden of 
a nation was on his heart. Was he man enough 
for the hour? Some one who had come into close 
contact with him felt confident. Thurlow Weed. 
the veteran editor. whe was no sentimentalist, 
head had good opportunity to measure his mind. 
and bas verdict was unhesitating; he told us that 
he was not only honest and true, but capable 
capable in the largest sense of the term. He has 
read much and thought much of government, i- 
wardly digesting ite theory and practice. 

During the war Dr. Gladden was an active 
worker with the Christian commission. He 
writes of his first meeting with Gen. Grant: 


One day, going hurriedly inte the tent of one of 


the nurses I met her coming out with a short 


man in a blue blouse and a slouch hat. Paying no 
attention to her guest, I did my errand, when she 


-eonfounded* me by saying. Do you know Gen. 
Grant?“ I came to attention promptly, and in- 


vited the general to go with me to the headquarters 
of the Christian commission. We gave him a com- 
fortable seat and treated him to lemonade, and 
tried to learn from him something about the re- 
sult of the hard fighting which had been going on 
for the preceding thirty-six hours. We learned 
littl. We had suffered some heavy losses, he sald 
~—which was news to us; but we had gained some 
decided advantages in position. But the general 
was more interested in the weather than in the de- 
tails of military movements; he was evidently @ 
man who could be silent in several languages. 


Dr. Gladden has a good deal to say about 
David Swing, whose theological outbursts 
got him into trouble with the Chicago pres- 
bytery, but he came out all right: 


The Chicago presbytery was made up of men of 
unusual breadth and intelligence; its leader. the 
Rev. Dr. Patterson, was a benignant and liberal 
minded man, and he put himself strongly on the 
side of Prof. Swing; the ministers of Chicago who 
knew him were nearly all his friends. 

The church which he organized and to which 
he preached for many years in the great Music hall 
was a strong force in the life of that city and, until 
the day of his death, this good man held in an 
unusual degree the respect and affection of the 
people. Nor was this due to any sensational or 
ad captandum methods. His art as a preacher 
was simplicity itself; there were no oratorical fire- 
works; he read his sermons, with no attempt at 
elocutionary effect; they bore the character of es- 
says rather than of orations. What held the people 
was partly the beauty in which his thought was 
always clothed, but more than all the aincerity,

One of ‘the least prejudiced Englishmen 
writing about American affairs ig Mr. A. 
Maurice Low, who studies us at cloge range 
and has been doing so for more than twenty 
years. He is not a sensationa! writer. but he 
is an Interesting writer. and one feels that 
he is at least writing from conviction. He 
has published a book on “ Protection in th® 
United States and on America at Home,“ 
and by the end of this week he will have a 
new volume on The American People: A 
Study in National Psychology (Houghton- 
Miffilm company). After nearly a quarter of 
a century spent in studying our political and 
social institutions Mr. Low has asked him- 
self whether the American. people are a new 
race with distinet racial characteristics and 
a developed psychology of their own or sim- 
ply the modification of a parent stock retain- 
ing the characteristice of their begetting? 
The question has been widely discussed, but 
he was not satisfied with the conclusions, so 
he began the inquiry for his own satisfac- 
tion and without any preconceived idea of 
putting his conclusions in permanent form, 
and it is, he says, due both to writer and 
reader that I should gay the investigation 
was made without prejudice or bias. ... 
With an open mind, in the spirit of the in- 
vestigator and not of the advocate, I began 
the study.“ 

Mr. Low has given what might be thought 
disproportionate space to the Puritans, but 
the more he came to consider the causes that 


produced this new race the more he was im- 


pressed by the great and lasting influence 
exercised on American civilization and the 
formation of character by the Puritans, who 
affected not only America but have influ- 
enced all the rest of the world.“ 

America. and England have so much in 
common “mentally and spiritually’ that 
Europe, which knows England so much bet- 
ter than it knows the United States, “ has 
fallen into the fashion of using England as 
the common denominator in which to express 
the terme of American civilization.’ This 
Mr. Low believes to be a mistake: ‘‘ Amer- 
ica is no longer England or even a refiex of 
England. America is American, and if the 
character of the American people is to be 
understood and their civilization is to be cor- 
rectly interpreted they must be measured 
by their own standards and not weighed in 
the scales of foreign make.“ Phe 

The corruption of politics; the sordidnéss 
of place hunters, the dishonesty of. denia. 
gogues, the lust for wealth, the vulgarity of 
display, which foreigners write about as 
peculiarly American, are things that are 
neither new nor pecullar to America, accord- 
ing to Mr. Low: Everything that has hap- 
pened or is now happening in the United 
States we shall find its parallel and its prece- 
dent in English civilization in ite various 
evolutionary stages; nor shall we find them 
at a time so remote from the present that 
they were merely the survival of the man- 
ners and customs of a people then but slowly 
emerging from barbarism and whose civiliza- 
tion was still rudimentary.” f 

As recently as the nineteenth century 
the morals of England were so unspeak- 
ably vile that the titles of some of the poems 
of Lord Rochester, a fashionable poet, were, 
according to the historian Green, ‘such as 
no pen of our day could copy.“ And politics 
was so openly a matter of barter and sale 
that seats in parliament were sold to the 
highest bidder. 

Mr. Low endeavors to show how it came 
about that the civilization of England was 
checked in America and ran in new channels. 
It‘ is one of our peculiarities that we love to 
read what foreigners write about us. We 
are not as sensitive as we used to be, we 
have gained some sense with years, and 
when men like James Bryce and Maurice 
Low write about us and our institutions we 
isten with attention and, I hope, profit by

Defendant Denies Accusations, as Do 
Lawyers Named with Him, * 


NO ASSISTANTS. EX LABOR CZAR MARRIED. 


Charles Stuart Beattie, an attorney, be- 
gan suit in the Circuit court yesterday, in 
which it is alleged Adrian C. Honoré, a 
brother of Judge Lockwood Honoré and Mrs. 
Potter Palmer, paid $15,000 for the settlement 
of an alienation suit brought by James H. La 
Pearl, a circus man, Beattie aske for $5,000 
attorney’s fees as counsel for La Pearl. 

Attorney Beattie declares it is his intention 
to put Mr. Honoré on the witness stand to 
testify concerning his alleged relations with 
Mrs. La Pearl, which were the basis of the 
alienation suit. He promises a sensational 
hearing when the case comes to trial. 

Other defendants in the suit with Mr. Hon- 
oré are Hemstead Washburne, Francis W. 
Walker, Colin C. H. Fyffe, and Walker Ban- 
ning. Collusion is charged with these attor- 
neys in securing the dismissal of the aliena- 
tion suit by Judge Stowe. 

The allegations were Genied by Attorney 
Walker, who spoke for himself and for Mr. 
Honoré, who declined to discuss the suit. 

„Mr. Beattie has no claim whatever 
against Mr. Honoré or myself,” he said. 
“There is no truth whatever in his charge 
that a settlement for $15,000 was made. No 
money was paid. The sult was dismissed in 
court. 

“The charge in the suit filed yesterday is 
that a false and fraudulent order was en- 
tered in the Circuit eourt on July 16 which 
purports to show that the charges against 
Honoré were without foundation. 

Attorney Beattie sets forth that he was re- 
tained by the circus man to bring a suit for 
$50,000 damages against Mr. Honoré on ac- 
count of assault and injury by the defendant 
of Néllie La Pearl. It is declared that At- 
torney Banning appeared in court and pre- 
sented himself as the attorney for La Pearl.

The charge brought against Francisce 
Ferrer by the Spanish government was 
inciting the Barcelona riots of last sum- 
mer. The dispatches give none of the 
testimony submitted to the court-martial 
The govern- 
ment, which could have made it public, 
has not done 60. Therefore the case must 
be judged by the reports of the protests 
throughout Europe. Those protests are 
in substance an accusation that Ferrer’s 
éxecution was simply the official murder 
of a man the government wished to get 
rid of because of his political ideas. 

Russia has found that the blood of the 
martyrs is the seed.of the church. Spain 
will learn the same truth. Turkey bas 
already done so. Ideas may be rooted 
out by argument. They cannot be extir- 
pated by the scaffold or the firing squad. 
This holds good in the domain of politics 
as well as that of religion. 

It behooves Spain to stamp out bomb 
throwing—to punish every one who, after 
a fair trial, shall have been proved to be 
a party to such a crime. No evidence 
has been presented as yet to show that 
Ferrer was engaged in work of that kind. 
It is a crime for a government te execute 
or imprison meu merely because they 
preach a propaganda of liberty. It is the 
duty of the Spanish government, as of 
every other government, to jail men who 
preach a propaganda of violence. The

THE NAVY AND ITS BASES. 
J is about time the navy should settle 
hvally and definitely the question of the 
location of its repair and supply stations. 
Only recently we passed through a bitter 
eontroversy over the site for our sea base 
in the Philippines, in which not only of- 


participated. Admiral Dewey, who surely 
has had sufficient experience in far east- 
ern waters, and the general board, of 
which he is president, selected Olongapo, 
a town on Subig bay, some distance from 
Manila, as the proper strategic position. 
It will be recalled that it was this bay 
which the admiral first searched for his 
Spanish enemy in 1898. Considerable 
sums of money were spent at Olongapo in 
dredging. a basin for the floating dry 
dock, for fortifications, etc, Then the 
army suddenly discovered that Olongapo 
could not be protected from land attack, 
and the president decided that Cavite, 
which lies in Manila bay, should be the 
location of the station. 

Now we are confronted by the possi- 
bility of a change of base for the navy in 
the West Indies. The importance of a 
proper strategic position in those waters 
is generally realized. At first the navy 
thought Culebra the ideal spot. This 
island lies between Porto Rico and the 
Danish Indies and commands all ap- 
proaches to the Panama canal and the 
gulf of Mexico, But Culebra is only an 
open roadstead and incapable of adequate 
protection. Then Guantanamo bay, a 
splendid and easily defensible harbor on 
the southeastern shore of Ouba, was 
selected. Several million dollars have been 
spent in acquiring land, dredging to a

Lord Henry Scott's letter to the London Times in 
which he alleges that his grandfather, the fifth duke of 
Buccleuch, received only a few thousand pounds of 
compensation for having the access of his London man- 
sion, Montagu house. to the Thames, cut off by the 
construction ef the Thames embankment, recalis the 
fact that Montagu house is crown property; and also 
the extraordinary fashion in which that self-same duke 
secured from the crown the renewal of the lease of 
Montagu house in 1854 for another hundred years at 
a merely nominal sum. In that year Disraeli, who had 
not at that time been raised to the peerage as Lord 
Beaconsfield, attacked Gladstone, who was chancellor 
of the exchequer, for having granted the lease to the 
duke. Disracli said that he felt so strongly that this 
crown property ought not to be alienated at any price 
that he had ‘when in office as chancellor of the ex- 
chequer refused to sign the lease. 

“I felt\it my duty,” said he, “to retain that site 
for the use of the public. But no sooner was I out 
of office than this decision was rescinded by Mr. Glad- 
stone and this important and valuable site surrendered 
to the duke of Buccleuch.” 

Mr. Gladstone, who could not recollect signing any 
such lease, had the papers looked up, when, to the 
amazement of everybody it was found that the lease 
was signed, not by Gladstone, but by Disraeli himself. 
On the following night Disraeli apologized in the house 
of commons, stating that he had refused to sign the lease 
and that then when he was much hurried and pressed 
with business it was submitted to him by a colleague 
and that he signed the document without knowing what 
he was doing. That is the stery of how the dukes of 
Buccleuch secured possession until the middle of the 
present century of one of the finest mansions and sites 
in London belonging to the crown. 

I may add that the fifth duke was one of the bit- 
terest opponents of the construction of the Thames 
embankment and that if he had had his way it would 
have stopped short several hundred yards distant from 
Montagu house and its road been diverted into Partia- 
ment street, instead of continuing, as it does today, 
along the river to Westminster bridge. Indeed, it was 
only through the outcry raised in the London Times 
that the scheme to turn aside this great thoroughfare 
in order to oblige the duke of Buccleuch was aban- 
doned.

Voyage Down River Renewed. 

At 2 o’clock in the afternoon we bid a 
most reluctaht farewell to our friends and 
are rowed aboard the Tabacalera company’s 
trim little boat and are at once off down the 
river, with three big steel barges of tobacco 
in tow. The Magat is a comforable little 
river boat, with a commodious cabin and a 
dark, silent, Spanish captain. Time passes 
rapidly and at dark we tie up for the night 
at Tuguegerao, the largest city on the river, 
with 6,000 souls and a big church, the tall 
tower of which we could see from afar. We 
dine well at 8 and the day is done. Wecould 
not go up to the town if we wanted to; it is 
far away and the trail is muddy, fit only for 
sleds and carabao, 

FRIDAY—The journey from Tuguegarao 
to Lalloe is made between the hours of 
1 and 4, there being nothing to break 
the calm peace of the day except a 
young two hours’ bagio, when it blew the 
river into a choppy sea and made the bah- 
quillas and barangayans seek the shelter of 
the shore.

Bion J. Arnold and W. J. Wil- 
gus Agree Electrification 
Is More Economical.

SAW BENEFITS LONG AGO, | 


New York Central Expert Pre- 
dicts Extension of Plan to 
Road’s Trank Lines. 


That electrification of steam railroad ter- 
minals in large cities like Chicago was long 
ago regarded as a successful and profitable 
undertaking from an engineering standpoint, 
and that the present opposition to its fur- 
ther introduction on the part of railroad 
executives is that born of the hesitancy to 
spend the money required for the initial in- 
stallation rather than to any deficiency in 
electric motive power itself, is made evident 
by reference to the public utterances of the 
foremost engineers of the country. 

That electrification would be opposed by 
the railroads just as it is now being opposed 
in Chicago, and that public pressure might 
have to be brought to bear, was also pre- 
dicted by the engineers. In view of the pres- 
ent interest on the subject in Chicago and 
the remarks derogatory to electricity which 
have been made by the Chicago railroad pres- 
idents, it is worth while recalling the views 
expressed by Bion J. Arnold in his presi- 
dential address before the American Insti- 
tute of Electrical Engineers at St. Louis as 
far back as 1904, which he has not seen fit 
to modify since that time and which are 
especially applicable to the present Chicago 
situation, 


Sees Economy in Electric Engines. 

In this address Mr. Arnold said, and he re- 
peated the assertion before the Western So- 
ciety of Engineers in 1907: 

“That electricity will be generally used 
on our maln railway terminals, and ulti- 
mately on our main through lines for passen- 
ger and freight service, I am convinced, but 
I do not anticipate that it will always be 
adopted on the grounds of economy in opera- 
tion; neither do I anticipate that it will come 
rapidly or through the voluntary acts of the 
owners of steam railroads except in special 
instances. 

“At first the terminals will be equipped 
for special reasons, due either to the vol- 
untary act on the part of the terminal com- 
panies to effect economy in operation, or to 
public pressure brought to bear upon the own- 
ers through an increased demand on the part 
of the public for better service, on the grounds 
that the use of steam locomotives is 1 
tionable in our great cities. 

“Those most familiar with the e 
are now prepared to admit that our great 
steam railway terminals, where many switch- 
ing locomotives are shunting back and forth 
continually, and those portions of the steam 
roads entering our great cities, where sub- 
urban trains are numerous, frequent, and 
comparativel} light, can be more econom- 
ically operated by electricity than by steam. 


Cites Examples in East. 

“This is evident to most of those engaged 
in the work, for the reason that it simply 
means duplicating, on a large scale, the sys- 
tems which have proven successful in our 
street railways, operating as they do numer- 
ous units running at frequent intervals. 

Proof that this fleld is recognized as a 
legitimate one for electricity is furnished in 
the examples of steam railway terminals that 
are now being equipped electrically. such as 
the lines of the New York Central and Penn- 
syivania railroad companies in the vicinity 
of New York, involving an expenditure of 
something’ over $70,000.000, where not only 
suburban service will be operated electrically 
but where, in the case of the New York Cen- 
tral, the main line trains will be brought into 
the city from points thirty to forty miles 
distant. 

“The best conditions for electrical suc- 
cess are a great number of units moving ata 
practically uniférm schedule, at equal inter- 
vals. within a limited distance. The legitl- 
mate field of the steam locomotive is now one 
in which there are few but heavy units mov- 
ing at uneven speeds at unequal intervals 
and at high maximum speeds. 


Arnold Predicts Development. 

I do not anticipate that all roads will soon 
adopt electricity, for the steam locomotive 
will hold its field in this country for many 
years to tome; but I do expect, judging some- 


what from ‘ positive knowledge,’ a remark- 
able development to soon begin in the electri- 
n of favorably located steam 


In discussing the New York Central werk at 
a latér date Mr. Arnold said: 

By the adoption of electric traction the 
New York Central was enabled to abandon 
tue use of steam locomotives in its Park 
avenue tunnel, which hes always been 4 
source of annoyance to its patrong and of 
danger to the road. Kt also has been enabled 


this terminal has made it practicable for the 
company to expend advantageously about 
$65,000,000 in these terminal improvements, 
of which about $15,000,000 was for the electric 
‘traction portion of the equipment.” 

Another statement from one of the highest 
possible authorities which bears on the Illi- 
nois Central conditions is that made by W. 
J. Wiigua then vice ent of the New 
York Centra) in charge of electrification, de- 
fore the New York Railroad club last year: 

“Our trains are now being operated 
electricity successfully both from an operat- 
ing and a financial standpoint," he said. 


Wilgus Tells of Success. 
“ With respect to the conditions that will 


er in trunk line operation, I belleve that evo- 
lution will govern rather than revolution. 

It now looks as if the first movement in 

this process of evolution is the substitution 
of electricity for steam in congested passen- 
ger terminals at large centers of population” 
where the public demands a cessation of 
nuisances 
and where the increasing volume of traffic 
requires the increased capacity that cannot 
be secured by present ve power. 
The success of the New York Central in- 
stallation in both of these particulars is an 
illustration of what can be accomplished, and 
imitation will surely ensue at other places 
where like conditions exist. In the case of 
the New York Central the primary object_of 
the use of electricity was to abate the smoke 
nuisance in the Park avenue tunnel and to 
increase the capacity of the Grand Central 
terminal. 

When this decision was reached it became 
self-evident that the use of this motive power 
should extend to the end of the suburban ter- 
ritory at Croton on the Hudson, a distance 
of about thirty-five miles. It is probable that 
as soon as the developments in the electric 
field will warrant such action the electric 
zone will be extended as far as ny, 142 
miles.“ 


Outlines Benefits of Electricity. 

Benefits to be derived from the use of elec- 
tricity were outlined by Consulting Engineer 
Frank J. Sprague before the American In- 
stitute of Electrical Engineers as follows: 

„Increase of capacity both In locomotive 
haulage, schedlue speeds, motor car trains, 
and terminal facilities of a character im- 
possible to steam service will ordinarily be 
the more potent influence in leading to the 
adoption of electric operation, and will often 
warrant heavy capital expenditures. 

„Terminal properties in great cities, un- 
derground tunnel sections, and heavy moun- 
tain sections, where duplication of tracks be- 
cause of extra heavy construction is pro- 
hibitive, offer an immediate field for the se- 
rious consideration of electricity.“

Unless loans have been materially in- 
creased, which is doubtful owing to the in- 
tervention of outside lenders in the money 
market this week, tomorrow’s return of the 
clearing house institutions should disclose 
reserves as well maintained. Preliminary 
estimates of the currency movements of the 
week indicate a cash loss of about $5,000,000, 
practically all of this arising from an adverse 
balance on routine transactions with the sub- 
treasury. On interior movements the banks 
appear to have lost little, the showing in 
this respect comparing with a decided outgo 
last week. Money rates were practically 
unchanged today, call money quotations clos- 
ing at 4% per cent in spite of the fact that 
the loans thus made carry over until Mon- 
day.

IN THE FOREIGN STOCK MARKET. 


LONDON, Oct. 15.—Money was in fair supply at 
gradually hardening rates on the market today and 
discounts were quiet. The stock exchange dis- 
played a generally cheerful tendency, with the 
strength of Americans a feature. There was fair 
buying going on in the good yielding British becur- 
ities, but home rails were weak. Paris paid atten- 
tion to foreigners and kaffirs, while copper shares 
improved in sympathy with Americans. American 
securities opened firm and higher in sympathy with 
yesterday's strength in Wall street. Union Pacific 
and United States Steel were the leaders during 

e first hour. Erie and Atchison, Topeka, and 

ta FG reacted slightly, but the rest of the list 
hel. the opening eévance. At on the market was 
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firm following improved sentiment in New 
York. There was a fair amount of trading in 
the bond department at steady prices. 


Commercial National Changes. 

Directors of the Commercial National bank 
at their regular meeting elected Ralph Van 
Vechten senior vice president to succeed Jo- 
seph T. Talbert. J. C. Crafts, vice presi- 
dent and formerly with the Bankers’ Na- 
tional, assumes the rank formerly held by 
Mr. Van Vechten. W. T. Burckner, who has 
been assistant to the vice presidents, was 
elected a vice president. 


New York Banks Lose Cash. 

Known movements of money for the week 
indicate the New York banks have lost 
$6,755,000 cash. Of this amount $1,712,000 
was lost to the interior and $5,043,000 to the 
subtreasury. 

Unless the banks have greatly reduced de- 
posits and loans, the statement today should 
be a poor one from the standpoint of surplus 
reserve. However, ft cannot be told in ad- 
vance what changes may be.effected. 


Western Pacific. 

It ig asserted in Wall street that the Den- 
ver and Rio Grande Railroad company has 
been approached by other railroad interests 
with a view of securing a large block of the 
stock of the Western Pacific, 75 per cent of 
which is held in the treasury of the Denver 
and Rio Grande. The road is disposed to 
part with some of its holdings for the pur- 
pose of entering into traffic relations with 
the prospective purchaser. 

Denver and Rio Grande stock went up dur- 
ing the day, presumably on the theory that 
the opening of the Western Pacific will help 
the company to pay the interest on Western 
Pacific bonds. A deficit in earnings of the 
new road is expected for some time to come. 


Copper Consolidation. 

It is officially stated in New York that the 
negotiations which have been under way 
for some time past between the Greene- 
Cananea Copper company and the Phelps, 
Dodge & Co. interests, whereby the latter’s 
copper mine company in Mexico passes to the 
control of the Greene-Cananea company, 
have been completed and that the stock of 
the company will be exchanged on the basis 
of two and one-half shares of Indiana Sonora 
for one share of Greene-Cananea stock. The 
Indiana Sonora has a large tonnage of ore 
ready for treatment. The company’s proper 
ty is located at La Cananea, Sorora, Mexico, 
and adjoins the property of the Greene- 
Cananea company. 

It consists of 405 acres, carrying large but 
irregular ore bodies, The development work 
amounts to about 20,000 feet. The equipment 
of the mine includes seven hoists, compressor 
plant, buildings, and a narrow gauge rail- 
road connecting the property with the 
Greene Consolidated railroad. It is said there 
will be no new issue of Greene-Cananea 
stock. It ie said the Greene-Cananea has 
reached an agreement with the Southeru Pa- 
cific railroad for the transportation of its 
ores which will result in a saving to the 
Greene-Cananea company of $500,000 a year. 


Gillette Razor Company. 

Stock of the Gillette Safety Razor company 
is now selling around $200 a share. A few 
years ago the shares were offered in Boston 
at 50 cents each. It is also true that a few 
Chicagoans invested in the stock of the com- 
pany when it was worth little and since have 
made handsome p ts. The total capitalza- 
tion is $650,000, the hares being of the par 
value of $10 each. 

The company owns factories tn many coun- 
tries and the earnings are reported to be at 
the rate of $2,000,000 net a year. This is 
equivalent to 300 per cent on the stock. Last 
year the company charged off $540,000 for 
depreciation of its plants. This was but $120,- 
000 less than the entire capitel issue. The 
principal shareholder in the property is John 
Joyce of Massachusetts. The inventor, King 
Gillette, is the second largest holder, 


Granby Consolidated. 

Leading interests in the Granby Consoll- 
dated Copper company deny the report that 
15,000 shares of treasury stock will be issued 
at $i5ashare. An official says: 

When we issue this stock to pay for our 
investment in the Crow’s Nest Pass company 
carried in our assets for $900,000 it will not 
be for less than par. With one smelter now 
in enlarged and first class condition we 
can treat 4,000 tons of ore a day and pro- 
duce 35.000,000 pounds of copper a year at 
a cost of less than 9 cents a pound.”
